Some bills dealing with farm ten- 
ency were presented to the senate 
early in the session. 

Senator Winfred Mighell, Demo- 
erat, of Ida county, offered a bill to 
exempt personal property of tenants 
from foreclosure and to limit land- 


lord liens to crops grown upon the 
leased premises and the increase in 
livestock during the lease. 


Foreclosure Sales 


Senator A. J. Shaw, Republican, 
of Pocahontas, introduced a bill to 
prohibit sale of real estate in fore- 
closure below a fixed minimum price 
to be fixed by the court and taking 
into account intrinsic value of the 
real estate. 

Senator G. R. Hill, Republican, of 
Wright, offered a bill to prohibit in- 
clusion of a chattel mortgage or oth- 
er lien upon crops or personal prop- 
erty in a real estate mortgage. 

Another bill was introduced by 
Senator A. E. Augustine, Democrat, 
of Mahaska, to reduce the time in- 
surance companies may hold general 
teal estate from five years to two, 
except during moratoriums. 

A report which was presented by 
the secondary roads committee of the 
planning board recommended trans- 
fer of the use tax on 
to a secondary road fund, to match 
$658,000 a year in federal aid.

Kraschel’s farewell to the legisla- 
ture, which was commended by Re- 
publicans as one of the ablest state 
Papers the outgoing governor com- 
posed, declared a “uniform relation- 
ship between owner and tenant that 
will tend to lengthen the terms of 
leases and protect the-interests of 
both parties is desirable. 

“There is no problem before the 
legislature,” Kraschel said, “that is 
more alarming than the rapid growth 
of farm tenancy. 

“This question has been given spe- 
tial attention by a farm tenancy 








committee that has reached into ev- 


ery county of the state, and I re- 
spectfully urge this legislature to 
take some constructive action look- 


ing toward the solution of the prob- 
lem.”

POOR TRADE 


The domestic allotment plan, now being 
pushed in congress to replace the AAA, pro- 
vides that when a farmer hauls a load of 
produce to town, the dealer splits the load in 
two parts and pays him a guaranteed price 
for one part. 


The farmer is paid for the part that repre- 
sents the percentage of the crop normally 
used by consumers of the United States. For 
the part to be held in reserve or sold abroad, 
he gets a receipt, to be cashed when and if 
the government sells the second part. 


This program would result in: 


1. Enormous overproduction of all farm 
products, especially by big farmers. 

2. High prices for food consumers here 
and give-away prices for foreigners. 

3. Wholesale bootlegging of crops and 
stock at less than the guaranteed price. 

4. Destruction of soil conservation, since 
the guaranteed price would induce farmers 
to plow up pasture and raise salable crops 
until the program broke down. 

5. Collapse of the program in a year or 
two, with the farmer left buried under the 
new surpluses created by the plan.

HE spread in the use 

of hybrid corn is one 
of the miracles of the 
age in agriculture. We 
remember how we went 
around with Henry A. Wallace, twenty years 
ago, to help him shuck the pitiful little nub- 
bins ‘hat grew on some of the early inbred 
strains. How impossible it seemed then that 
hose nubbins held the key to greatly increased 
production per acre, and how we would have 
laughed if anybody had said that in 1939 
probably three-quarters of Iowa’s corn acre- 
age would be planted to hybrid corn, 

Joe Robinson, of the Corn Growers Associ- 
ation estimates that in 1933 only .04 of 1 per 
cent of the corn acreage of Iowa was in hy- 
brids. But in 1934 the percentage increased 
to 1.4; then, in 1935, to 3.1; in 1936 to 5.3; in 
1937 to 13, and in 1938 to about 60 per cent. 

Properly used, hybrid corn ean eut the cost 
of production per bushel, reduce the amount 
of work on the average farm, and provide 
types of grain to suit various 
harvesting and various feeding

Every borrower becomes a mem- 
ber of his PCA thru the purchase of 
capital stock in the association—a 
$5 share for every $100 he borrows. 
This entitles him to a voice in the 
PCA’s affairs at the annual stock- 
holders’ meeting, and a vote in elect- 
ing directors, who, in turn, hire em- 


ployes, pass on loans and establish 
policy. 

Growth of the short-term credit 
cooperatives in Iowa has been steady 
and sure, rather than spectacular. 
Reports of secretary-treasurers at 
the annual meetings this month re- 
vealed that $21,912,142 has been lent 
since organization in Iowa to finance 
livestock and general farming opera- 
tions. The total for 1938 was $7,737,- 
505, the reports showed. 

Typical of the annual meetings 
was the one held January 6, at Em- 
metsburg, pictures of which are on 
this page.

Survey of Farm Opinion in Iowa Shows Big 
Majority for Continuing Homestead Law 


PPONENTS of the*present home- 
stead tax credit law have 
charged that farmers, particularly 
renters, are opposed to its continu- 
ance. 

The homestead tax credit is pro- 
vided by funds raised by sales taxes 
and state income taxes. The largest 
credit possible is 25 mills on the 
first $2,500 of homestead valuation. 

Many farmers pay lower real 
estate taxes because of this law. 
But do they make up for it in sales 
taxes and state income taxes? 

The question has been raised par- 
ticularly as to whether tenants, who 
pay sales taxes but get no home- 
stead tax credit, object to the law. 

One side says that the tenant is 
the loser all the way around. The 
other says that the tenant has a 
stake in any plan which handicaps 
the absentee owner of land and 
makes him more willing to sell to 
actual farmers. 

Since the question will be brought 
before the present Iowa general as- 
sembly, Wallaces’ Farmer and Iowa 
Homestead decided to go to Iowa 
farmers and find out what they 
thought. 


Careful Survey Made 


Using the same methods that pre- 
dicted accurately the outcome of the 
farm vote in the recent election, 
Wallaces’ Farmer and Iowa Home- 
stead made a careful survey of the 
views of both renters and owners. 

We asked: “Do you think that the 
state of Iowa should use sales taxes 
and state income taxes to provide 
partial homestead exemption from 
the property tax as at present?” 

Here is the way the answers came 
out: 

Of all the farm 
viewed, 74 per cent voted to con- 
tinue the present homestead tax 
credit; 13 per cent didn’t like it; 13 
per cent what they 
thought about it. 

3ut there is a difference between 
owners and renters. 

Owners were 85 per cent for the 
homestead tax credit, 6 per cent 
against and 9 per cent undecided. 
Those who both owned and rented 
were 82 per cent in favor, 8 per 
cent against and 10 per cent un- 
decided. 

Tenants gave a reduced majority 
for the law. Only 60 per cent fa- 
vored it; 22 per cent were against 
it, and 18 per cent were doubtful. 

The tenant vote varied a good 
deal over the state. In eastern Iowa, 
where tenancy is less, the tenants 
voting apparently figured they would

credits. 

Over in the cash grain area, where 
there are more tenants, a great 
number of tenants were hostile to 
the idea. In every section, however, 
there were more tenants for the tax 
credit plan than against it. 

One farmer in the cash grain area 
voted emphatically against the home- 
stead tax credit and gave this rea- 
son: 

“When we get rid of other non- 
sensical taxes, we can get along with- 
out the homestead tax credit and 
never feel it. If your homestead tax 
credit is $40, you could save that 
easily in other ways if they’d wipe 
out a lot of the other fool taxes you 
pay. We aren’t ahead any the way 
we’re doing it.” 

But he was in the minority. Sev- 
enty-four per cent of Iowa farm op- 
erators still think the homestead tax 
credit law is a good thing.

Cattle on Feed 

The number of cattle on feed for 
market in the eleven states of the 
corn belt on January 1 was 7 per 
cent larger than the number on 
feed at the beginning of 1938, ac- 
cording to estimates furnished by 
the Bureau of Agricultural Econom- 
ics of the United States Department 
ot Agriculture. 

The states in the eastern part of 
the corn belt showed a gain of only 
4 per cent, but those in the western 
section went up 10 per cent, with 
the biggest percentage increases 
shown in Missouri, South Dakota 
and Kansas, where feeding was 
greatly reduced during the drouth 
years. Feeding in Iowa is up 10 per 
cent. 

A greater number of heavy cat- 
tle and calves were put on feed 
this year than a year ago. Fewer 
light cattle under 750 pounds were 
bought.

tegardless of weatl changes, the 
appetites of steers on corn were keen. 
The animals remained con uously on 
feed. In contrast, the barley lot re- 
quired close observation and consider- 
able attention to keep the steers eating 
steadily and gaining consistently. During 
the lll-day period, the corn-fed steers 
averaged 2.08 pounds of gain daily, and 
the barley steers put on 1.95 pounds per 


head daily.
